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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
subject matter in claims 1-13 is allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed: 

"A method comprising: defining a phase modulation component (PMC) of a 
modulation symbol as an integer multiple of fundamental time units (see t1 and t2 in 
figure 3) and in combination with each and every claimed limitations in claim 1 

"An apparatus comprising: a plurality of delay elements (see delay elements in 
figure 4) coupled to a clock to ensure transition in the modulation symbol occur at an 
integer multiple of fundamental time units; and in combination with each and every 
claimed limitations in claim 9."
